In  recent  years  our  athletic  teams  have  won  state  and 
regional  championships  and  participated  in  NJCAA 
National  Tournaments. 

Just  this  year,  Coach  Allen  Kent  and  the  Lady  Wolves 
Softball  Team  won  the  2008  MACJC  State  Champion- 
ship and  the  NJCAA  Region  23  Championship.  They 
finished  the  season  as  Runners-Up  in  the  NJCAA  Di- 
vision II  National  Softball  Tournament  in  Normal,  III. 
This  was  their  second  trip  to  the  National  Tournament 
in  the  last  three  years.  They  finished  third  in  the  Nation 
in  2006. 

In  the  last  three  years,  the  Wolfpack  Baseball  Team 
won  the  NJCAA  Region  23  Tournament  and  finished 
fourth  in  the  NJCAA  Division  II  World  Series  (2005), 
the  Wolfpack  Football  Team  won  the  Sea  Island  Gold- 
en Isles  Bowl  and  finished  ranked  No.  6  in  the  Nation 
(2006),  and  the  Lady  Wolves  Basketball  Team  won  the 
NJCAA  Region  23  Basketball  Tournament  and  finished 
sixth  in  the  NJCAA  Division  I  National  Tournament 
(2007). 

Since  2000,  Co-Lin  has  produced  20  NJCAA  All- 
Americans  in  baseball,  softball,  basketball,  golf,  and 
football.

ments  of  our  students.  For  the  second  consecutive  year, 
the  Men's  Tennis  Team  was  named  the  NJCAA  Academ- 
ic Team  of  the  Year  with  a  3.52  grade  point  average. 
Coach  Mike  Mclntyre's  teams  have  finished  in  the  top 
three  for  the  past  six  years.  Our  women's  tennis,  base- 
ball and  softball  teams  are  consistently  ranked  in  the 
Academic  Team  of  the  Year  polls.

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since 
1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head  coach  of  the 
Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  32  years.  Since 
coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team  win  title 
after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of  691  wins 
and  216  losses  to  rank  him  as  the  NJCAA  Second 
Winningest  Active  Coach  in  the  nation  and  the 
Winningest  Women's  Coach  in  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Community/Junior  Colleges. 

Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the  map  as 
one  of  the  nation's  most  premier  women's  bas- 
ketball teams.  Under  Coach  Young's  direction, 
the  Lady  Wolves  have  accomplished  numerous 
awards  including  19  MACJC  Regular  Season 
First  place  finishes,  13  MACJC  South  Division 
Championships,  18  MACJC  State  Tournament 
Appearances,  five  MACJC  State  Championships 
(1993,  1997,  1999,  2002  and  2003)  and  been 
runner-up  to  the  MACJC  State  Champions  five 
times  (1983,  1984,  1998,  2006  and  2007).  The 
Lady  Wolves  have  won  five  NJCAA  Region  23 
Championships  (1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and 
2007),  been  runners-up  to  the  NJCAA  Region 
23  Champions  seven  times  (1990,  1996,  1998, 
1 999,  2000,  2004  and  2006),  and  made  five  NJ- 


CAA National  Tournament  appearances  (1989, 
1993,  1997,  2002;  and  2007).  Young's  team 
finished  sixth  in  the  2007  National  Tournament, 
fourth  in  the  1 989  National  Tournament,  and  has 
been  consistently  ranked  each  year  by  the  NJ- 
CAA polls. 

Young  has  been  honored  as  Region  23  Coach 
of  the  Year  in  1989,  1993,  1997,2002  and  2007 
and  MACJC  and  MAC  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1993, 
2001  and  2007.  The  Clarion-Ledger  has  also  rec- 
ognized him  as  Coach  of  the  Year  for  Junior  Col- 
leges on  numerous  occasions. 

A  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  where  he  was  a 
standout  for  the  Wolves  basketball  team,  Young 
was  inducted  into  the  college's  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1997.  After  graduating  from  Co-Lin,  he 
attended  Mississippi  College  where  he  was  team 
MVP  and  a  team  captain.  Young  received  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  Mississippi  College  and 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Velesta  Smith. 
They  have  two  grown  children,  Lane  and  Jessica, 
and  three  grandchildren,  Justin,  Mary  Gwyn  and 
Mailey  Kate.

Duane  Burt  begins  his  second  year  as  an  as- 
sistant coach  for  the  Lady  Wolves  Softball  team, 
and  his  third  year  as  an  instructor  of  biology  and 
chemistry  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege. He  is  a  1 998  graduate  of  Co-Lin,  where  he 
was  a  member  of  the  basebal  I  team,  president  of 
the  Eta  Omega  chapter  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  and 
a  Hall  of  Fame  inductee. 

Burt  received  his  bachelor's  degree  in  ma- 
rine biology,  with  a  minor  in  chemistry,  from  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi  in  2000.  Fur- 
thermore, he  acquired  additional  study  in  ma- 
rine science  at  Cornell  University.  Upon  gradu- 
ating from  Southern  Miss,  he  accepted  a  job  as 
Environmental  Manager  at  a  utility  engineering 
and  construction  firm,  which  was  contracted  by 
AT&T.  After  two  years  of  environmental  work, 
Burt  was  emergency  certified  by  the  state  of 
Mississippi  to  teach  high  school  science  for  two 
years. 

While  at  Bogue  Chitto  High  School,  he  was 
head  Softball  coach.   During  these  two  years,  he 


accumulated  two  District  7-1 A  Championship 
titles,  one  undefeated  season  within  Lincoln 
County  rival  teams,  and  advanced  well  into  the 
state  playoffs  in  2002-2004. 

When  his  emergency  certification  to  teach 
and  coach  expired  in  2004,  Burt  attended  gradu- 
ate school  at  the  University  of  Mississippi,  School 
of  Pharmacy.  In  2006,  he  received  his  master  of 
science  degree  in  marine  pharmacognosy,  or, 
drug  discovery  from  marine  plants  and  animals. 

Burt  began  instructing  science  at  Co-Lin  in 
the  fall  of  2006  at  the  Simpson  County  Center, 
and  transferred  to  the  Wesson  campus  during 
the  summer  of  2007.  In  addition  to  instructing 
science  and  assisting  with  softball,  Burt  is  also 
an  advisor  for  the  Eta  Omega  chapter  of  Phi 
Theta  Kappa.  He  is  a  member  of  Calvary  Baptist 
Church  in  Bogue  Chitto,  and  is  married  to  the 
former  Amy  L.  Smith  of  Bogue  Chitto.

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Keith  Case  enters  his  1  7th  season  as  the  field 
general  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  baseball  team. 
Case  joined  the  Co-Lin  athletic  department  after 
a  successful  career  in  the  Mississippi  High  School 
ranks. 

Case  has  guided  the  Wolves  to  eight  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association  (NJCAA)  Re- 
gional Tournament  appearances  and  two  MACJC 
State  Tournaments.  His  1998,  2000,  2001  and 
2005  teams  won  the  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Divi- 
sion II  championship  and  advanced  to  the  NJCAA 
Central  District  Tournaments.  The  2000  and  2005 
teams  advanced  to  the  NJCAA  Division  II  World 
Series  in  Millington,  TN.,  and  finished  No.  4  in 
the  Nation. 

Case  received  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Coach  of 
the  Year  honors  in  1998,  2000,  2001  and  2005. 
Case  received  the  Louisville  Slugger  Excellence 
in  Coaching  Award  in  1998.  He  was  awarded 
Diamond  Baseball  Company's  Coach  of  the  Year 
Award  in  2000,  2001  and  2005. 

During  his  career,  Case  has  compiled  over 
540  victories  as  a  head  coach.  He  has  guided 
his  teams  to  conference,  division,  district,  state, 
and  region  championships  during  his  24  years 


as  a  head  coach.  In  the  last  16  years,  Case  has 
been  instrumental  in  placing  Co-Lin  Baseball  in 
the  National  Rankings  on  the  diamond  and  in  the 
classroom. 

The  Wolfpack  finished  in  the  top  1 0  academi- 
cally in  1999,  2000,  2002,  2003,  2004,  2006, 
and  2007.  He  has  coached  five  NJCAA  All-Amer- 
icans,  five  Distinguished  Academic  All-Ameri- 
cans,  and  ten  Academic  All-Americans.  Seventy- 
three  former  Co-Lin  players  have  gone  on  to  play 
at  four-year  college  and  universities  and  11  for- 
mer players  have  played  or  are  currently  playing 
professionally.  Over  the  last  16  years,  34  former 
players  are  now  coaching  on  the  high  school  or 
collegiate  level. 

Case  holds  a  B.S.  degree  from  Mississippi  State 
University  and  a  M.Ed,  from  William  Carey  Col- 
lege. He  completed  additional  studies  at  Missis- 
sippi College  and  the  University  of  Southern  Mis- 
sissippi. 

A  native  of  Tryus,  MS,  Case  is  a  graduate  of 
Monticello  High  School.

Glenn  Davis  begins  his  fifth  year  as  head  coach 
of  the  Wolves.  He  led  the  Wolves  to  a  21  -0  shut- 
out victory  over  the  Georgia  Military  Bulldogs  in 
the  2006  Sea  Island  Company  Golden  Isles  Bowl 
Classic.  The  Wolfpack  finished  the  2006  season 
with  a  9-3  record,  ranked  No.  6  in  the  final  NJ- 
CAA poll,  MACJC  South  Division  Champions  and 
State  Runner-Up. 

Davis  previously  served  at  Co-Lin  as  offensive 
coordinator  from  1995-96.  During  those  two 
years,  he  helped  lead  the  team  to  a  15-5  overall 
record. 

Davis  is  a  1982  graduate  of  Delta  State  Uni- 
versity where  he  was  a  three-year  letterman  as 
a  defensive  back  and  outside  linebacker  for  the 
Statesmen.  His  other  coaching  stints  include  of- 
fensive coordinator  at  South  Natchez  High  School 
(1982-85),  graduate  assistant  at  Mississippi  State 


(1986-87),  defensive  backs  and  wide  receivers 
coach  at  the  University  of  North  Alabama  (1 988- 
91),  and  quarterbacks,  running  backs,  and  wide 
receivers  coach  at  Holmes  Community  College 
(1 992-94).  From  1 997-2003  he  served  as  running 
backs  coach  at  Mississippi  State  University  under 
former  head  coach  Jackie  Sherrill. 

Under  Davis'  tutelage,  the  Bulldogs  lead  the 
Southeastern  Conference  in  rushing  in  2000  av- 
eraging 193.8  yards  per  game  and  ranked  third 
in  1998  averaging  172  yards  per  game.  He  men- 
tored  Dicenzo  Miller  to  Mississippi  State's  sixth- 
ever,  1,000-yard  season  in  2000  (1,005  yards) 
and  James  Johnson  to  the  fourth  and  fifth-ever, 
1 , 000-yard  campaigns  in  1  997  (1 ,069  yards)  and 
1998(1,383  yards).

The  Co-Lin  men's  tennis  team  continued  their 
tradition  of  excellence  in  the  classroom  as  they 
were  named  the  National  Junior  College  Ath- 
letic Association's  (NJCAA)  Academic  Team  of 
the  Year  with  a  3.52  grade  point  average.  This 
marks  the  fourth  time  in  seven  years  (2002, 
2005,  2007  and  2008)  that  Coach  Mike  Mcln- 
tyre's  team  has  captured  the 
NJCAA's  Academic  National 
Championship.  His  2003, 
2004  and  2006  teams  were 
national  runners-up. 

Individually,  Brookhaven 
sophomores  Brett  Hart  and 
team  captain  Joey  Ratcliff 
paced  the  to  the  academ- 
ic national  title.  Hart  was 
named  NJCAA  Distinguished 
Academic  All-American  and 
the  veteran  #1  singles/*!

Both  Hart  and 
Ratcliff  were  also  Intercolle- 
giate Tennis  Association  (ITA) 
Scholar  Athletes. 

The  Wolfpack  had  to 
scramble  at  mid-season  to 
finish  the  2008  campaign 
with  an  8-6  record,  finishing 
#6  (among  12  teams)  at  the 
MACJC  State/NJCAA  Region  23  tournament. 

"We  actually  started  the  season  with  an  0-6 
record  with  a  very  young,  inexperienced  squad 
anchored  by  Ratcliff  the  only  veteran  of  the  '07 
team  that  finished  No.  24  in  the  nation  with  an 
1 1  -5  (all  five  losses  to  nationally  ranked  teams).

Col- 
lege and  high  school  games  are  played  on  Sullivan  Field 
during  the  school  year.  Summer  finds  the  field  hosting  Co- 
Lin  Baseball  Camps,  American  Legion  games  and  Boys 
State. 

The  turf  on  the  playing  surface  is  bermuda.  During  the 
playing  season  it  is  overseeded  with  a  perennial  ryegrass. 
The  cutting  heights  vary  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
but  it  is  always  cut  like  a  carpet.  A  sand  and  clay  mixture 
makeup  the  dirt  area  of  the  infield.  It  is  topdressed  with 
Crimson  Stone  to  give  it  a  perfect  playing  surface. 

Dimensions  of  Sullivan  Field  are  330  down  the  left 
field  line,  335  down  the  right  field  line  and  385  to  center 
field.  The  replacement  of  the  8'  wooden  outfield  wall  was 
completed  prior  to  the  2009  season. 

Lighting  at  the  park  is  second  to  none.  All  lights  are 
positioned  on  towering  90'  poles  that  easily  light  up  the 
playing  area  for  excellent  action  for  the  players  and  fans. 
The  40'  inning-by-inning  scoreboard  was  installed  in  1999. 

Enclosed  bullpens  can  be  found  on  the  visitors  and  home  team  sides  of  the  field.  Each  pen  has  a  double 
pitching  mound  and  catchers  boxes. 

The  stadium  at  Sullivan  Field  will  let  fans  enjoy  a  baseball  game  with  comfort,  whether  in  stadium  seats 
or  in  lawn  chairs.  The  grandstand  area  behind  home  plate  will  seat  500  while  the  bleachers  down  the  third 
base  line  will  seat  100.  Plenty  of  grassy  areas  are  also  available  for  lawn  chairs  and  blankets. 

Georgia-Pacific  and  Asa  Hardison  were  behind  the  completion  of  the  modern  press  box  facility  at  Sulli- 
van Field.  It  is  completely  heated  and  cooled  as  well  as  designed  with  maximum  auditory  comforts.  Media, 
radio  crews  and  press  box  personnel  have  room  and  comfort  to  cover  Wolfpack  games.  In  2007,  the  press 
box  was  dedicated  in  honor  of  Dennis  Ray  White  of  Wesson.  White  was  a  volunteer  with  the  Co-Lin  base- 
ball and  football  programs  for  13  years.  He  was  the  public  address  announcer,  filmed  games,  kept  score, 
lined  off  the  field,  and  did  other  jobs  to  assist  the  baseball  program.  White  passed  away  from  a  lengthy  ill- 
ness in  December  of  2005. 

The  baseball  field  house,  which  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  2006,  includes  coaches'  offices,  a  spacious 
locker  room  and  shower  facility  as  well  as  an  indoor  hitting  facility  and  storage  area.  The  field  house  was  a 
joint  project  with  the  college  and  Georgia-Pacific. 

Restroom  and  concession  facilities  are  located  behind  the  third  base  side  of  the  field.  These  facilities 
were  built  in  order  to  let  everyone  enjoy  their  visit  to  Sullivan  Field  a  little  more.

Away  from  the  field  the  Diamond  Dolls 
serve  as  hostesses  to  recruits  on  campus.  They  give  campus  tours  and  entertain  them  in  the  dining  facili- 
ties. The  Diamond  Dolls  spend  quality  time  in  making  the  Co-Lin  Baseball  Program  successful.
